A SAILING ADVENTURE. 


My fill her owned the brig Penshaw,which 


won n tidy crn.fl of 300 tons burden, sailing 
'.•it of Australian and New Zealand ports. 
I >u ring the ymr I WOH fifteen years old the 
lii-llt was voyaging Iwtwecn Sydney and 
Wellington, u stretch of water nlmut 1,800 
Inilnt wide. One night an we entered the 
Kit-Kits, beat ing our way slowly up against 
II head wind, we camoin collision with n 
masting schooner running out. She had 
no lights set. and. as was afterward shown 
nil her crew, captain included, were hair 
drunk and did not wo ours. I was on look- 
fiiitn-ul saw the schooner first, lint as we 
were close on th« wind and she clow at 
hand we could do nothing. 
She struck UH 


on the starboard bow with a great crash 
Our foremast went l,y the board, the 
schooner's bowsprit was twisted off and 
tin- rwurnift bumped and crashed for three 
01 four minutes urn] then separated.

In this case I climbed aboard the 


schooner, t h i n k i n g she was the least in- 
Jiued, and it appeared that everyone of 
JUT crew lumbled on to the decks of the 
bin; for (he same reason. It was some 
i n i n u t e H after the craft separated bo/ore I 
cliM-overcd I hat I was alone. Theschooner 
was then in the trough of the sea and roll- 
In^ about nt 11 great rat*. I first went for- 


place'. I began right alter dinner, and it 
would surprise you to know how much I 
accomplished in the next four days. By 
use of the capstan, winch, aud a block and 
pulh-y in the main rigging, I got out twen- 
ty-one barrels of flour, eight of pork and 
beef, three of sugar and of meal, and be- 
sides these I got ashore all the sails, cabin 
furniture, cooking utensils, etc. There 
were axes, shovels, picks, hoes, rakes, gard- 
en S'-cds, carpenters' tools, aud a host of 
other things which could be handled, and 
I got out enough boards to make me a 
cabii. and floor it.

Tl -i accident occurred about 10 o'clock. 


The wind was then blowing n lively rate 
but i.y midnight there wns half a gale and 
a heavy ae« There wns foresail enough to 
lift n ml send her, and I don't remember 
thnt I was anything more than anxious 
over the outcome. I was being blown to 
the oust, right out into the South Pacific, 
but at ihnt season of the year the gales 
were likely to 1x3 of short continuance. 
Ihw one reached its height at midnight, 
nnd H hen daylight came the sea had very 
much decreased, and the schooner could 
not have made over ten miles an hour run- 
ning with all sails set. 


After I could see the length of her I 


brought her head on, and by lashing the 
fores ul boom amidships nnd dropping the 
peak a little more I found she would hold 
there with the wheel lashed a port. This 
done I went aloft for a look around, but 
could see nothing. Returning to the deck 
I KOI out the Union Jack and set it in the 
main rigging as a signal of distress, and 
then insisted damages. The little craft 
wns IIH dry as a bone, though her bows 
above water were a complete wreck. There 
was lntle or nothing I could do to mend 
matters, and so I turned to and prepared 
break fast. By the time that wns enten the 
wind had dropped to n three knot breeze, 
while the sky promised unncl •oxxttim for 
me next day or two. 


When I came to Inspect the cargo I 


found it to consist mostly of lumber. This 
was to have been taken up the coast to the 
site of n new town.

The lumber in the vessel would 


flo.it her, no matter if the hold was full of 
water, and 1 need hnve no fears on the 
question of food nnd drink. When I came 
to look for a chart I could find nothing— 
note-ten n coast survey chart. The cap- 
tain h.id seemed to trust entirely to mem- 
ory or luck in making his voyages up and 
down. 1 had looked over father's charts 
many a time, but in such a cursory way 
that I could not now remember what land 
lay to t he east of -hie. I remembered that 
the nearest coast was that of South Amer- 
ica, but that was thousands of miles away 
and I concluded that my chance lay in be- 
ing picked up by some vessel. 


After dinner I Iny down nnd slept for

I had been driv- 
ing to i he west all day at the rate of about 
three knots an hour, and when I came to 
figure up the probable run of the night be- 
fore I estimated that I was 100 miles off 
the const. The breeze still held from the 
same quarter, and freshened somewhat as 
night came on. I remained awake until 
abont 10 o'clock, and then bunked down 
on the deck, and was so little disturbed 
that I slept right through the night, and 
awoke at 6 o'clock next morning to be 
treated to a tremendous surprise The 
gcl.ooncr was high and dry on a snndy 
shore, mid before me was a beautiful green 
forest. 
She hnd taken ground so softh 


that I had not been disturbed. 


1 was ashore on the Chatham islands, a 


group of fourteen verdant islands to the 
east of Xew Zealand, and the only break 
in the wide waters stretching to the coast 
of Patagonia. 1 had struck oue of the 
largest ones, called "Catharine," and I wns 
no sooner on my feet than there was such 
* chattering of birds as almost deafened 
me. These islands were not then inhabit- 
ed, and have such a sparse population now 
that the number is not recorded on the 
chart*. Land being «o plenty and cheap on 
the island of New Zealand Itself, and there 
being so many fertile islands along its 
coast, no set of people care to isolate 
themselves by taking up a residence on the 
Uuttha'iis.

Induitrloiu Indian*, ' ' 


The efforts of the United State* govern- 


ment to render the Indian tribes <>clf •up- 
porting and industrious hare been most 
successful in cases where it has been pos- 
sible to take ad vantage of and develop some 
kind of industry already known among 
them in at least a rudimentary form. 


With such a tribe as the Navajos, for in- 


stance, the government has had no trouble 
since the wars with the tribe ceased, be- 
cause these Indians are natural horse and 
sheep raisers. They have been able to gun- 
port themselves by dealing In horses and 
sheep. An attempt to make them farmers 
in the sense known in the iastern state* 
would probably have not only failed, but 
would have demoralized the Indians and 
mode them dependent upon the govern- 
ment. 


Other far western tribes of Indians have 


subsisted largely in the past by digging 
roots which grew spontaneously over • 
great extent of country. It is hoped that 
these Indians, now that they no longer 
have free range over a vast tract, may be 
easily taught that they can make a living 
by planting other kinds of roots on a mow 
limited area. 


One of the difficulties with which the 


government has to contend in the process 
of civilizing the great mass of the Indiana 
now classed as "wild" is the fact that they 
occupy a country of dry plains, where very 
little agriculture was practiced when the 
Indians were in their primitive state, and 
where it was comparatively easy and pleas- 
ant to derive a living from the herds of 
buffalo and other game that were to be 
found ranging the plains. 


Such a people must almost be made over 


again in order to be rendered agricultural 
But they have a kindly feeling toward cat- 
tle which are a sort of natural successors 
to the buffalo. They make excellent herd- 
ers and very good driven of oxen. 


Cattle raising, therefore, seems to be the 


natural means of civilizing these Indians- 
and they are being encouraged with (rifts' 
of stock and instruction in the bent mean* 
of taking core of it-Youth's Companion.

CITIZENSHIP TOO CHEAP. 
Tho qualifications necessary to be 


possessed by the applicant for the du- 
ties and privileges of citizenship are 
not commensurate with the real re- 
quirements of the case. Aliens, es- 
pecially the non-English speaking ones 
can form no proper conception of the 
duties and responsibilities incumbent 
upon them by their act In subscribing 
to the naturalization papers. They are 
taken in charge by a political roper-in 
and declare their intention of support- 
ing and defending tbe Government of 
the United States, and of renouncing 
their allegiance to the government 
from which they came, when, at the 
first signs of any disturbance between 
their native and adopted countries, 
their sympathy and encouragement are 
at onco enlisted in behalf of tbe coun- 
try of their birth, as witness the con- 
duct of Italian citizens during the 
course of the difficulty with the govern- 
ment of King Humbert. True, this 
is a natural feeling, some say, and that 
fact will not admit of contradiction. 
That a man's fatherland will ever oc- 
cupy the first place in his affections is 
to be expected ; therefore, how mani- 
festly illogical and imprudent is the 
conduct of tha A.ucncan people in 
arming men with the ballot, who will, 
in the event of a war between this and 
their native land, become open or 
secret enemies of the United States. 


Because we have pursued this policy 


io the past, does not imply an obliga- 
tion to do so in the future, and the 
American people would do well to em- 
phatically urge a different course in 
the future on the part of Congress, by 
the enactment and enforcement of laws 
requiring a longer term of residence, 
an educational qualification including 
the knowledge of our language, and 
also that the applicant possess a re- 
spectable character. These requisites 


coincide with the faithful in the wild 
and wooly West, whose views and ideas 
arc so narrow as to admit of no con- 
tradiction. 
Reason is the greatest 


gift of tlie Dirine creator to man, and 
be should not throw it away, but 
should exercise it in a rational man- 
ner in attempting to solve the great 
problem of life. 
Of what use would 


our schools, academics and colleges if 
the instruction there imparted to the 
students was to be deliberately thrown 
aside? Bather let man exercise his 
reason in examining every belief and 
doctrine submitted to him for bis ap- 
proval, rejecting those which are found 
to be false and illogical.

The man who has been 
led to adopt its teachings through rea- 
son will prove a better Christian than 
the one whose belief is founded on fear 
and who strives to dragoon others into 
compliance with his peculiar ideas on 
the subject.

United States Government thut the 
perpetrators of the deed would be 
punished. 
Assurance is given by Mr. 


Blaine that the United States will see 
that every obligation entailed upon it 
by treaty will be faithfully executed. 
He explains, however, that Italians in 
this country do not possess superior 
rights to native born citizens, that 
criminal prosecutions lie in the-State 
courts, and that the Federal Govern- 
ment has nothing to do with such mat- 
ters until it is shown that the State is 
derelict in its duty and that while tbe 
United States has not undertaken to 
insure the lives or property of Italian 
subjects it will fulfil to the uttermost 
every obligation it has assumed. 


An effective point is made by Mr. 


Blaine in tbe suggestion that the Ital- 
ian subjects killed may have come 
here in violation of our immigration 
laws. It is a notorious fact that some 
of the men were expatriated bandits 
and being proscribed by law, any claim 
for indemnity on their behalf would 
result most disastrously. The Marquis 
di Rudini who was in such a hurry to

KILL HIS WIFE. 


But for the failure of a cartridge 


to explode when the trigger was pull- 
ed, Councilman James McCue would 
lave the charge of murder against 
um, instead of one ior assault with in- 
tent to kill. 


McCue h.is not been on very good 


arum with Ui« wife, and after having 
ortified 
himself with some dutch 


courage yesterday, he proceeded to 
the hardware store of ex-Burgess Wm. 
P. Wright, where he obtaiued a thir- 
ty-two calibre revolver of the cheap 
•Ranger" pattern, for the purpose of 
shooting her. 
He then went to Ap- 


pleton's hosiery mill where Mrs. Mc- 


is employed as forewoman of the 


finishing department, and, entering 
the building, passed by the office, go- 
ng toward the department where his 
wife is employed. 


It is contrary to the rules of the 


mill for any outsider to go through the 
juilding without first obtaining per- 
mission at the office, and as soou as 
the book-keeper, Walter McRoberts, 
noticed the intruder, he opened the 
office door to call him back, when Mc- 
Cue put his baud to bis hip-pocket 
and started on a run for the finishing 
room. 


Mr. McRoberts knowing of the state 


of affairs existing between McCue and 
liis wife immediately conjectured that 
mischief was on foot, and pursued the 
belligerent Councilman, who ran up to 
bis wife, flourishing a revolver which 
be presented to her bead and pulled 
the trigger. Fortunately, the car- 
tridge did not explode, and, before 
the attempt could be repeated, Mr. 
McRoberts struck him over the head 
with a set of patent balances, which 
diverted the attention of the infuriated 
man to bim. He came near paying 
dearly for bis brave intercession as 
McCue endeavored to shoot him, but 
after a severe struggle the assailant 
was overpowered and the revolver 
taken from him. 
During the fracas 


one girl fainted, and a number cf 
others were badly frightened. 


Mr. McRoberts is the recipient of 


much praise for bis bravety, as be un- 
doubtedly saved Mrs. McCue from be- 
ing murdered. During the turmoil 
McCue escaped, but warrants have 


been issued for his arrest, and are in 
the hands of the police who are search- 
ing for bim. 


Mr. Appleton expresses his inten- 


tion of prosecuting McCue to this full- 
est extent of the law, as he will not al- 
low the employes of his mill to be ter- 
rorized and their lives endangered by 
men like McCue. 


Ex-Burgess Wm. P. Wright is se« 


verely censured for selling a revolver 
to a person of such well known intem- 
perate and vicious habits as James Mc- 
Cue.

COUNCIL PROCEEDINGS. 


The first regular meeting of the new 


Council was held at the Council Cham- 
ber last Monday evening. 
All tbe 


members were present. The organiza- 
tion was completed by the election of 
James Wright, Treasurer. 
James 


McVaugh 'was elected Fire Warden, 
Charles Saxton, Pound-keeper, B. F. 
& A. Weir Gilkeson & Wm. S. Wright, 
Corporation Counsel, and A. Weir 
Gilkeson, Surveyor. Tbeire were no op- 
position candidates to any of these 
office*. 
Tbe Burgess then announced 


the following Standing Committees: 


Finance—John C. Maule, Samuel 


Scott, Frank Green. 


Highway— John DeGroot, James 


Wright, Jeremiah H. Kelly. 


Fire—G. W. Strauser, Robt. Clark, 


Patrick Lyden. 


Police—Joseph R. Grundy, Lewis 


Spring, Anthony Bell. 


Sanitary—First ward, Geo. L. Horn; 


Second ward, John T. Wbitely ; Third 
ward, Charles Sturmfels; Fourth ward, 
E. J. McCue. 


The first named on each committee 


was appointed chairman of that com- 
mittee. 


The Burgess then addressed Council 


as follows: 
Gentlemen of the Council of the Bor- 


ough of Bristol:— 


Called by the citizens of the Borough 


to the service of the municipal corpora- 
tion in which they all have an interest, 
and to whose capitalization they all con- 
tribute, you, in accepting such service, 
assume responsibilities of considerable 
magni'ude. 


Whilst the responsibility resting upon 


you is great, there is nothing verv diffi- 
cult in satisfactorily performing the ser- 
vice required. It will, however, be quite 
a. tax upon your time, and will occasion- 
ally demand the sacrifice of considerable 
of your personal comfort. 


You are called upon to legislate for a 


community of 7000 peop'e, representing 
a municipal capitalization of over two 
million dollars, and are given au.hority 
under the law to tax that community 
over twenty thousand dollars per year. 
The only question involved in the matter 
is one of pure business, and you are to 
dispossess your minds of every other 
consideration in dealing with it. 


You are placed in charge of the affairs 


of the community to do your part with 
providing the town with well paved, 
well drained and well lighted streets; to 
see that the public peace is preserved, 
and that the person and property of 
ihe citizens are .>afe from assault and 
•lamaee: to take measures to extinguish 
ana pTevenc trie spread: of any nres inai 
may occur; to devise and put in opera- 
tion the best methods of caring for the 
public health, and affording temporary 
relief for cases of pressing poverty; and 
lastly you are to provide means to pay 
the expenses of these matters, with as 
little burden to the people as is at all 
possible. 


To enable you to properly, and thor- 


oughly , and systematically conduct the 
work presented to you, it has been sub 
divided, and each division placed in 
charge of a committee, who are expected 
and required to be continually alive to 
everything that concerns the particular 
interest committed to them. 


The committee in charge of Streets 


and Highways will be called upon to de- 
vise legislation for properly grading, 
curbing and paving, and keeping clean 
and proper repair, all the streets, lanes 
and alleys of the Borough; for perma- 
nently marking the lines of the streets; 
for regulating the conditions under which 
individuals or corporations shall occupy 
the streets or any part of them; for light- 
ing the streets; and in general for such 
maintenance of them as will insure the 
safety, health and comfort of the citizens 
in the exercise of their legal righ to use 
trrm. 


The Committee on Police will be 


called on to devise legislation for provid- 
ing a police force that will be earnest and 
diligent in preserving the public peace. 


The Committee on Fire Protection will 


be called on to devise legislation for the 
management of the volunteer fire de- 
partment of the Borough, to render its 
work of the highest efficiency with the 
minimum of cost; to regulate the con- 
struction of buildings with a view of les- 
sening the liability of fire; to provide a 
sufficient number of hydrants to cover 
the needs of the service, and to install a 
a reliable system of alarm signals. 


The Committee on Sanitary and Poor 


will be called on to devise legislation for 
maintaining the sanitary condition of the 
town at a high standard, and to extend 
temporary relief to extreme cases of 
poverty, 


The Committee on Finance and Public 


Property will be called on to devise ways 
and means to pay the expenses of the 
Borough government; to care for and 
maintain in good order and condition 
the various items of property belonging 
to the municipality, and to regulate the 
receipts and disbursements of the public 
funds. 


Such, gentlemen, in brief outline, is the 


work before you. 
If you will bring to 


its consideration the same intelligence, 
the same energy, and the same singleness 
of purpose that you bring to the consid- 
eration of your private business, you can- 
not fail to make a satisfactory record for 
yourselves, and also confer signal bene- 
fits upon the community. 


You are free to call upon my services 


at any time you may deem them dasir- 
able. I shall not spare myself, and I 
propose to hold every member close up 
to the full measure of his accountability. 


In this country and especially in this 


age, conditions are continually chang- 
ing. 
It is not expected that the same 


regulations that were adopted for the 
requirements of a dozen years ago will 
be completely applicable now. A full 
realisation ei this tact prompts me to 
suggest to you, that you carefully con- 
sider all the ordinances and laws of the 
municipality that are still operative, with 
a view of repealing such as have fulfilled 
their mission, and enacting such new 
ones as seem to be called for by the 
present state of affairs. This, of itself, 
is no light task, and yet it seems to me 
that it is a vital part ot the initial work of 
this Council. I trust this matter will re- 
ceive your early and earnest attention. 


At the regular meeting in May, you 


will be called" on to fix the tax rate for 
die ensuing year. This, whilst in reality 


one of the least important matters that 
will claim your consideration, is brought 
into prominence by reason of the Char- 
ter regulation requiring it to be done by 
a certain time, which time follows closely 
upon the organization oi the new Coun- 
cil. 


The question of the tax rate is depen- 


dent up the solution of other questions, 
and is in no wise an independent matter, 
although the tendency among the un- 
thinking is to make it so. 
I sincerely 


hope that none of you may be led astray 
by individual clamor, striving to repre- 
sent itself as the voice ot the people. 


The tax which you have authority to 


levy, is levied for a certain purpose, 
and after you have lully and carefully 
made up your minds just what you 
want, and how much you want, and 
have made a close calculation as to 
what it will cost, you are in a favora- 
ble position to calculate the rate of tax 
required, BUT NOT BEFORE. In this 
connection, the only other thought you 
are required to bear tn mind is, that 
you do not overstep the charter limit- 
ation. To the end that you may intel- 
ligently consider this subject I would 
request the various committees to pre- 
pare estimates ot their requirements for 
the coming year, and hand them in to 
the Committee on Finance and Public 
Property at least one week before our 
next regular meeting. 


And now, gentlemen, having briefly 


alluded to the main points of the busU 
ress which will claim your attention, I 
leave the matter in your hands, You are 
the persons chosen by the voters of the 
community to attend to the business of 
the municipality. 
You have accepted 


the service, and are accountable to those 
who sent you here. My duty is simply 
to see that you attend to your duty, and 
attend to it in a proper manner, befitting 
the magnitude of the interests rep- 
resented. 


Your duty lies to the ENTIRE MUNICIP- 


ALITY, for no one part of the body po- 
litic can be starved or pampered, without 
the other part being adversely affected. 


I sincerely hope that your deliberations 


may be marked by a spirit ol courtesy 
one toward another, and that you may 
manifest a unity of purpose in using your 
best efforts to shape legislation in the 
direction of a conservative progress. 


It is hardly to be expected that you 


will be able to accomplish very much 
that will attract the superficial observer, 
during the present year. 


This year will naturally be one of 


preparation. 
It will be a year ot get- 


ting ready—ol gathering up loose ends 
—ol preparing foundations; and it should 
be your aim to do this work so thor- 
oughly, that those who come after you 
will accept your work as perfect, 
and 


proceed to build upon the 
foundations 


you have laid, the attractive superstruc- 
tuie of a clean, heathly, peaceable and 
vigorous municipality.

Ordinarily, however, in 
a lamp of sixteen candles the optical effect 
does not exceed 5 to 6 per cent. 


One of the latest applications of electric- 


ity is the blowing of church organs. 
Elec- 


tric motors have been introduced in old 
Trinity Church, St. Patrick's Cathedral 
aud many other New York church edifices, 
and the work done is found to be more sat- 
isfactory aud economical than that per- 
formed by men or by water or by gas mo- 
tors. 


An arc lamp of novel construction and 


automatic in every sense was recently ex- 
hibited in London. The lamp is worked 
byn sileuium cell, on the principal that 
the current varies with the intensity of the 
light falling on the sileuium. Thus, when 
darkness comes on it lights itself and 
when subjected to daylight, or other light, 
it extinguishes itself.

The first devastating fire in America was 


probably the one occurring at Boston 
March 30, 1780, when 400 dwellings and 
stores were burned, causing a loss of $500,- 


The Chicago fire, Oct. 9,1871, was one of 


the largest in all history, devastating an 
area of 3J< square miles and causin" a loss 
of about *180,000,000. Two hundred and 
fifty lives were reported lost in this Ore. 


It is not generally remembered that 


Julius Ciesar burned a library of 700,000 
volumes at Alexandria, known as the Bru- 
cian library, B. C. 48, nearly 700 years be- 
fore the burning of the Serapteum library 
by Omar I. 


The burning of the Serapaeum library 


at Alexandria, in the year 640, by the 
Caliph Omar I, is most widely mourned, 
as the destruction of 500,000 volumes cut 
off much of the record of human knowl- 
edge at that time. 


In November, 1872, Boston was visited 


by a flre which extended over an area of 
sixty-five acres, burning the best mercan- 
tile buildings in the city, and causing a 
damage of 175,000,000, on which there was 
an insurance to over 865,000.000. 


Philadelphia was swept on July 9,1850, 


when a Ore along the Delaware river front, 
at Vine street, extending over eighteen 
acres, caused a loss of lifeestimated as high 
as thirty-three, in addition to 120 wounded 
and a pecuniary loss of $1,500,000. 


Jerusalem has been burned time and 


again, the most noted instance being at 
the siege by the Romans during the year 
70, when a faction called the Sicarii set the 
city on flre in many places, and 1,100,000 of 
the inhabitants perished by fire and the 
sword. 


Constantinople has, like all oriental 


cities, suffered severely from flres, a largo 
part of such losses being undoubtedly due 
to the fatalism of the Mohammedans, who" 
bow to their, kismet. Said a sultan, "If it 
be the will of Allah that my favorite city 
burn, it is the will of Allah." 


Two notable examples of contagions 


stopped by conflagrations are the burning 
of Moscow by the besieging Tartars in 
July, 1570, when the plague was stopped, 
and secondly the flre in London, Sept. 2, 
1606, which also stopped the plague, arid it 
has been unknown there since. 


One of the flrst of the more recent con- 


flagrations was the burning of Portland 
Me., July 4, 1888. The flre was caused by 
a boy throwing a firecracker into a cooper's 
shop for the avowed purpose of scaring the 
workmen. In this respect the act was an 
unparalleled success, the damage beinz 
about 810,000,000. 


New York was visited by a severe con- 


flagration in the southern part of the city 
on Dec. 10, 1835, which extended over an 
area of forty acres, destroying 674 house 
and causing a loss which has been est 
mated as high as $30,000,000, on which ther 
was only $8,000,000 insurance-an amoun 
which ruined several insurance companies 


The London flre of Sept. 8, 1660, callec 


the great flre of modern history, becaus 
the reforms which were started in conse 
quence of it are living issues in the muni 
eipal affairs of today. The flre was causec 
by an over heated baker's oven, and in thf 
course of four days it swept over 436 acres 
burning 13,200 houses, 89 churches and St.
